At last that bugaboo of the local 
merchant everywhere, the mail order 
house, is meeting brisk competition 
from the home tradesm an—and with 
mail order methods at that. 
dust as the Jaapnese lowered the 
pride of Russia by using the white 
man s implements of warefare .so the 
small town storekeeper, who has felt 
himself downtrodden by the postal 
m agnates of the 
big 
centers, 
has 
adopted the usages of his enemy and 
already is beginning to "cut in.” 
Catalogues, “ Paris fashion” posters 
“follow up” letters, and price lists— 
all the pet weapons of the big mail 
order house b y ^ h ic h they command 
rural trad#, have been seized by m er­ 
chants to keep the money of the coun 
treside at home. The rural free de­ 
livery mail routes are now’ being bur­ 
dened with the literature of near­ 
by m ercantile firms, which clash ef­ 
fectively with gaudy pamphlet out­ 
puts of the big city “plants.” 
"Intensive retailing” is one of the 
names coined to describe the new 
system. In results it is claimed that 
it will beat intensive farming. Cer­ 
tainly the field is as yet raw, and if 
the inventors have read the Ameri­ 
can housewife rightly, the reaping 
will be abundant.

Spokane, Wash., Sept. 9.— Electric­ 
ity as an agency to destroy the cod­ 
ling moth and other bug pests is the 
latest innovation introduced in mod­ 
ern apple orcharding in the Spokane 
valley, where W. M. Frost of Oppor­ 
tunity, Wash., and J. C. Lawrence, a 
piaetieal grow’er 
of 
Spokane, 
last 
night made what is declared to have 
been the first dem onstration of its 
kind in the world. The test was made 
in a six-years* old orchard and more 
than a score of second-brood moths 
and many green aphis were killed in 
a few" moments. 
The apparatus consists of a sto r­ 
age battery to charge the incandes­ 
cent light globes, each of six-candle 
power, which are netted with fine 
steel wire, coated with copper and 
tin, alternately. 
(Attracted 
by 
the 
bright lights in* the trees, to which 
the globes are carried at the ends of 
a covered wire ,the moths fly against 
the netting, complete the electric cir­ 
cuit and are 
instantly 
killed, 
the 
bodies falling into a receptacle’ plac­ 
ed beneath the globe. 
'Frost estimates that one battery 
to an acre of trees 
will 
keep 
the 
moths under control, thus eliminat­ 
ing the usual spraying and saving 
many dollars annually for help, equip, 
ment and fluid. He is now’ preparing 
to wire his orchard of IO acers, con­ 
taining 700 trees, and several neigh­ 
bors, who witnessed the initial test, 
are doing likewise, at is reported that 
several thousand acres of bearing ap­ 
ple trees will be equipped with ex­ 
terminators by next spring. 
If commercial electric light wires 
are extended to the orchard tracts, 
as they are in many of the valleys in 
•Washington, Idaho, Oregon and Mon­ 
tana, the expense of batteries may 
be saved by making direct connection 
The cost of covering the globes with 
wire nets is a small item and any 
electrician can do the work.

day by Acting Secretary of the an­ 
terior Adams. This payment will be 
made within a month, and as there 
are about J,1200 Seminoles to share in 
it, the total disbursement will aggre­ 
gate something like 
#190,000. 
This 
payment is separate and apart from 
the $50 per capita payment authoriz­ 
ed by the special session of Congress 
and \\ hich is to be made late in the 
fall to the ( hoc taw a. Chickasaws, 
Cherokees and Seminoles. 
Thus the Seminoles will draw this 
fall $100 apiece, or all told $320,000. 
The total disbursements to these four 
tribes of Oklahoma 
Indians 
before 
the end of the year ‘will approximate 
T5,OOO,OOO. The payments will be un­ 
der the direction of Supt. Kelsey of 
the Union /Agency and S upt Stocker 
of the Anadarko agency.
